Pioneering S.A. Work in Russia 

Heroic Service — Interesting Experiences— Slowly Winning- Its Way Into the Hearts of the People 

— Remained at Post in the Face of Danger — Some of the Pioneer Party 

Gave Their Lives for the Cause — Broken Earthenware 



In A talk we had with Staff-Captain Hclmy Boijo, 
of BiiSBio, shortly before tho outbreak of the revo- 
lution in that country, ehc related an incident which 
In, wc think, well worth recalling: 

One day while a Salvation Army meeting was in 
progress in Pctrafrrnd tie StefP*Captain, hearing a 
slight movement outside, looked up and saw a sha- 
dow on tho gloss door. At a glance she saw it was 
the shadow of a woman. One of the "Old Believers," 
who had come from the Little Russians of the 
Sooth, and who, notwithstanding the need L of her* 
self and children, had declined to cat or drink with 
these who wcn> not of her own faith. Bat the StaiT- 
Captain and her comrades had been gentle with her 
and helped her so far as they were *We, The 
woman's shadow wju clearly denned, and in her 
arms was her youngest child. Presently the door 
was opened, and one of the children peeped in. 
They were standing about the mother, afraid at 
first to venture in. 

LltUe by litUe the door was opened by the inqui- 
aitive children, and the woman was able to bear 
more and more of the singing and the words, about 
tbe SaviMr of mankind. 

Presently, whilst tho meeting; continuedr the 
children led the way in, and at last, pud not alto- 
gether unwillingly, esnae the mother and her in- 
flint, who took her place in the meeting. 

Door Gradually Opening- 

Wc shall always remember the bright look ef 
hope that shone from the Staff-Captain's eyes when 
she said: "That is how it will be with The Salva- 
tion Army in Russia, 1 believe. Slowly it will win 
Ita way Into the hearts of this great ana noble peo- 
ple and many will be brought to tbe Lord." 

That remark was uttered in our c£ke prior to 
thts SUiiT-C&ptain's return to 'that sorrow-stricken 
country, wlmre, tiiougji she <»aa fully prepared for 
all the hardfihi& connettal with pioneer work in the 
Russian capital and elsewhere, she could not have 
had any idea of the tragic experiences ahead. One 
thing, however, wc do know?— when the opportunity 
came for her to' escape from the horrors of the 
revolution, she elected to stay at her post with the 
faithful and devoted little band of Salvationist pio* 
ncera Of whom go little has been heard during the 
lmtf» nnd bitter months. Some ef them, wc now 
1«hti, hn-ea fiinvTimbsd to the privations and hard- 
ships of their service, and shortly before writing 
came the sorrowful news that the Staff -Captain had 
been suffering from blood -poisoning following an 
Attack of typhoid fever. Wc learn later of soma im-

eft again in nacertainty concerning the devoted 
Staff-Captain and her dioiiiiishjng little band, whose 
record of Christ-like devotion in the caose of the 
sufferers in the great political upheaval deserves 
to be written in letters of gold.

other workers. But they worked and sang on In tho 
spirit of the lines wo have suggested, so hopefully 
led by the Staff-Captain and the women-Cad cte, to 
whom she was a source of strength and inspiration.

It is well to recall here an incident or two of 
these preparatory days when in Finland. "Wo wore 
told of a telephone message that somo way or other 
filtered through. It was from an old man who hod 
heard of tho StalT-Captain and her comrades. Tho 
messago ran: 

"I am dying — I am creeping to tho telephone — 
can you como?" To this and many athor calls tho 
response was one of ready help, and tho dying man 
was washed and otherwise cared for until he was 
called to hla rest 

Here la another little proof of tho helpful ser- 
vices rendered and of the way The Army touches 
the hearts of the people A woman came and satf, 
"1 heard you sing your beautiful song. Tomorrow 
is my little glrl*s Birthday. Will you come and stag 
of Salvation to her?" So tho Staff-Captain sent 
some of the Cadeta to that poor little home In a 
kitchen, where, with, tho utliur people to hear tiie 
sweet strains as well, thoy played their guitars and 
sang of Jesus and of His love and power to bring 
comfort to the sorrowing and Salvation to the 
worst. 

"Wo always help If wo can," said tho StolT-Cap- 
taln, who informed ns that In tho hour of bereave- 
ment nnd at tho funerals of tho poor they wero 
called upon to sing of hopo through Christ. 

We have dwelt upon these Incidents because they 
afford the reader an insight into the chnractor of 
the work done by th& Staff-Captain and her com- 
rades of whom we aro thinking today. In our Inst 
issue We referred to the line spirit manifested by 
Staff-Cuptatn Kate Leo, referred to by Mr, Harold 
Dcgblo as tho "Angel Adjutant/' and when wo did 
bo we suggested that tho spirit manifested by this 
Officer wad that which Rhone forth on many a field 
where The Army Is working; and In gloom-en- 
shrouded Russia the samo spirit ahinea forth to the 
gloi-y of God, and it will not alrfliu in vain, but will 
prove a beacon to many whose faith has been. 
diminished in the hour of trial and darkness. 

"The Salvation Messenger" 

Before wo conclude this sketch wo must refer 
again to the work of Staff-Captain B0IJ0 In Pot- 
rograd, where "Tho Salvation MesttenBer" proved 
ono of tho readiest wuva of getting into touch with 
tho people, and a method, too. by means of which 
a certain income resulted which, as may be Ima- 
gined, wee not unacceptable In the dayti when the 
rouble had a value and when our comrades strove 
hard to provide something towards the support of 
their pioneer work. 

The Staff-Captatn related to us an Incident In 
connection with this work. Visiting ono of the 
hotels a gentleman purchased a copy of "The Salva- 
tion Messenger," and read therein an advertise- 
ment of tho Russian and French translations of 
"Broken Earthenware." This gentleman called up- 
on the Staff-Captain later and asked for a copy of 
"Pots Cass.es>" tho French edition of tho book* and 
expressed his keen Interest in it r and before ho left 
he handed the Staff-Captain a donation of fifty 
roubles, which In those daya was wall worth accept- 
ing, especially as they wero hard pressed far funds. 

Need it bo sold that It was to the poor that the 
Staff-Captain and her comrades felt specially 
called? Their favorite centres were tho cabmen^ 
cafes and tea-houses, where the humble but gen- 
erous drivers rested and took simple refreshment. 

They put their horses in the stables, and once in 
tho tea-houses disrobed themselves of their heavier 
garments. Here, we gathered from Ilia Staff-Cap- 
tain, one must not be fastidious about the atmos- 
phere. They smiled and chatted to our Officers and

Our Officers found tho people among whom they 
worked very poorly fed. Tea and bread, even In the 
days before tho revolution, seemed to be the com- 



mon meal with many. "The people welcome ua 
wherever we go, and arc grateful for all we can do 
to help them, said our comrade. And it Is in tho 
spirit of helpfulness and untrumpetod virtue that 
St&ft^C&ptaln Boije and hor comrades have stuck 
to their pout in the hour of trial and danger, aud 
their privations and devotion for tho salvation of 
the people of this great but sorrow-stricken coun- 
try will never be forgotten; nor will they have been 
In vain. Once mere wo beg out readers to pray for 
Russia and for our comrades of that land, — Editor 
"All tho World."
